This  is  a  reply  to  your  Boyce  query,  which  arrived  to-day , 


I  do  not  have  the  answer  to  connection  between  Robert  ^oyce, 
of  Yonge  Township,   and  Benjardn  Boyce,  esccept  th-it  hot--  \iere  of  Yonge  Township. 
Evidently  it  is  true  that  Benjamin  married  Mary  Brundage  as  first  wife,   and  later 
mill  am  mixed  up  J 

V.hat  I  found  i?  the  f oiler  dng: 

Mary,  daughter  oi  John  ."irundage,  of  Yonge,   a  soldier  in  Delancey's  Corps  of  Refugees, 
was  married  to  a  iJr»  Boice  before  18  June,  1799,  the  date  on  which  she  drew 
200  acres  as  the  daur^rter  of  a  Loyalist. 

Phoebe,  daughter  of  Eleaser  Fairchild,  of  Yonge,   Ensign  in  the  ling's  Anerican  Hegt., 
was  wife  of  Robert  Boice,  of  Yonge,  prior  to  9  July,  1811,   the  date  on  which 
sho  drew  200  acres  of  land  as  daughter  of  a  loyalist.  Phoebe  is  shown  to  have 
married,   secondly,    Solomon  D.  Colby,  of  Bathurst,  \oolwich. 

I  do  not  have  files  on  this  Boyce  family,  nor  on  the  Fairchilds, 
since  the  latter  did  not  come  to  this  portion  of  Ontario.  The  sane  applies  to  John 
Bcyce,  who  may  have  been  the  father  of  Robert  and/or  Benjamin,   although  neither  of 
them  drew  lands  as  his  children.  Insofrr  m  the  Roiccs,   Bcyce s  are  concerned,  the 
subsistence  lists  in  tho  Haldimand  papers  mention 

John  VJcice,  wife  ;?ary,   and  several  children. 
I'firs.   ("ary?)   Boyce,  widow,  with  3  child  or  two. 
Andrew     ) 

Stephen  )  both  young  unmarried  men  who  settled  in  my  area.  One  of  them  had 
a  son,  Benjamin. 

I  mention  these,   as  it  is  oossible  that  Robert  and/or  Benjamin  may  have  belonged  to 
the  wido:  BflQTMa  however,    I  cannot  find  where;  either  applied  for  land,   either  as 
Loyalists  or  as  settlers  (prior  to  1799)  • 

It  la  conceivable  that  the  Boyce,  who  did  not  have  a  christian 
name,  who  married  iiary  Brundage  prior  to  1799,  later  took  a  second  vrife,   Phoebe 
Fairchild.  Perhaps  his  UM  wa^  Robert  Benjamin  Boyce,   and  perhaps  he  settled  in 
1  Matilda  township  before  he  removed  to  Yonge.  Please  also  note  that  I  have  looked 
through  Leavitt's  "i-tory  of  Leeds  and  Orenvillo  and  find  no  mention  of  Boyce s, 
Brundages  or  Fairchilds.  The  last-uawjd  family  was  prominent  in  the  newly-settled 
portion  of  Mew  York  north  of  ALbany  in  colonial  days. 

I  am  sorry  that  I  cannot  furnish  more  information,  particularly 
on  the  sketchy  notes  with  which  you  supplied  me,  not  that  I  am  complaining. 

I  am  always  interested  in  family  notes,  but  I  must  not  ask  you 
to  go  to  any  trouble.  If  they  pay  you    1,000.00,    send  me  ten  cents.

Dear  Dr.  Burleigh: 

Somebody  has  sent  me  a  genealogy  with  which  they  have  had  a 
bit  of  trouble.  Although  I  know  little  on  this  subject  I  see  the 
possible  initial  flaw  which  threw  the  family  off  the  tracks. 
This  item  is  one  about  which  you  are  probably  well  posted  since 
the  i^airchilds  are  no  doubt  among  the  700  families  on  whom  you 
have  files.  May  I  ask  you  to  clear  up  this  point  as  I  doubt  my 
power  to  do  so.  I  am  being  paid  for  doing-  what  I  can  so  would  be 
glad  to  pay  for  the  information. 

The  genealogy  I  have  here  is  that  of  the  Boyce  family.  The 
central  interest  is  to  find  a  connection  betweenRobert  Boyce  of 
YOnge  Township,  and  a  Benjamin  and  Mary  (Brundage()  -uoyce  on  whom 
they  have  nothing.  The  flaw  that  struck  me  was  thatthey  have 
given  Robert  a  second  wife  ,  irior  to  1824,  Ehoebe  Fairchild. 
She  is  said  to  be  the  daughter  of  ttleazer  Fairchild  and  to  have 
been  born  About  1785  in  Garrafaxa  township,  Wellington  Co.  As 
the  area  was  Indian  land  at  the  time  of  her  birth  I  think  that 
the  whole  may  be  wrong.  They  think  that  Phoebe  had  been  married 
previously  to  Simon  D.  Colky. 

As  this  Boyce  family  is  from  Leeds  $n&  Grenville  I  will 
search  there.  I  am  going  to  Toronto  at  the  end  of  the  week. 
'Here  I  going  by  car  I  would  stop  by  to  see  you  but  I  am  using  the 
train.  Jjater  on  this  summer  I  may  get  back  to  Pieton  and  hope  to 


find  your  museum  in  full  swing.

actual  window  under  which 
the   box   i&  to   be   placed. 

The  main  point  is  to  re- 
frain from  making  the  box 
too  large  or  deep.  When  fill- 
ed with  earth,  a  large  box 
is  difficult  to  lift  down  for 
replanting,    etc. 

Half  a  dozen  drainage  holes, 
about  one-half-inch  in  diam- 
eter, are  drilled  in  the  bottom 
of  the  box  and  covered  with 
broken  pottery  before  the  box 
is  filled  with  earth. 

Nails,  and  glue  fasten  the 
pieces  together,  and  it  is  then 
finished  to  complement  the 
color  scheme  of  the  house. 
Inexpensive  angle-iron  brack- 
ets to  hold  it  in  ^lace  under 
the  window  may  be  bought  at 
a  hardware  store.

Tiny  Influenza    Virus 
Proves  Rugged   Type

WASHINGTON,  Nov.  4  —  The  influenza  virus,  an  almost  in- 
finitesimally    minute    living    particle,    is    nevertheless,    a    "rugged 
individualist." 

It  not  only  exists  in  several  forms,  but  these  forms  are  quite 
individualistic  as  if  they  were  different  species  of  animals,  according 
to  investigations  of  Dr.  Jonas  E.  Salk  of  the  University  of  Michigan, 
with  the  aid  of  the  commission  on  influenza  of  the  U.S.  Army  surgeon 
general's  office. 

Determination  of  hereditary  differences  between  these  strains  is 
essential  for  preparation  of  more  effective  vaccines.
